Crude Prices Slated For Further Big Jump 


Present Movement Only First Stage of Advance Situation 
Critical for Marketers Unless Refined Prices Also Rise 


IG advances in the prices of all crudes 

this month with no advances in the 

tdnk wagon markets for the refined 
Products, has brought the Independent oil 
business to one of the most critical periods 
its existence. 

When Oklahoma crude went up to 60 
cents in three leaps the trade looked for se- 
rious trouble. When nothing more hap- 
pened for several days it drew a sigh of re- 
lief and Illinois and Princeton yent up 5 
cents to 89 cents August 12th and the morn- 
ing of the 13th, Pennsylvania started upward 
with a jump of 10 cents to $1.45 a barrel. 
Oklahoma will go to 80 cents at any rate 

the first of the year and Pennsylvania to 
00 or thereabouts, with Illinois maintain- 
ing its usual half way position—these are 
the predictions of many oil men who are 
Close followers of market conditions. 

It is safely predicted by most everyone 
that the tank wagon markets will go up, but 
the question is when. Most oil men are 
agreed that it will only be after a number 
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of people, both refiners and jobbers, have 
felt the weight of business adversity long 
enough to either force them out of business 
or teach them a lesson about good marketing 
that they will be likely to remember for a 
while. During that period, of course, it is 
expected the Standard Oil interests will get 
back some of the gallonage they have lost 
in recent years. 


WILL STANDARD PUT IT OVER? 


To accomplish this may take only a week 
or two, as pointed out by some, or a month 
One large Eastern marketer who 
thinks this is the Standard’s policy never- 
theless believes that the Standard won't be 
able to put it over as far as it wants to be- 
cause of the tremendous demand for gasoline 
both in this country and abroad.

In addition the heavy drain 
on the Standard’s stocks of gasoline will 
soon draw on gasoline from fresh crude, so 
that the Standard will either have to write 
off a direct loss—by reason of running on 
the higher priced crude—or raise the price 
He believes it will be the latter and that it 
will come within two weeks. 

There’s no question but what the situa- 
tion is decidedly serious, only each marketer 
thinks that he will be able to hang on while 
the “other fellow” drops off. The low mar- 
kets of the past winter and spring restricted 
the activities of many marketers but the 
bulk of the trade continued to advance their 
facilities until the cut in western tank wagon 
markets came in June. That brought some 
sections down to an absolute loss. Some 
marketers evidently didn’t realize this until 
the drain had started in, for it has been re- 
ported that some went below the tank wagon 
markets. They, however, are the exceptions.

Many Rainy Days During July Cut Gasoline Sales 


Stormy weather continued during July to 
cut down gasoline gallonage, especially 
through the middle west and central sec- 
tions of the country. 


Dealers there reported that many auto- 
mobile owners, who in ordinary seasons had 
covered between 3,000 and 4,000 miles in

their cars, up through July, meaning they 
had purchased between 150 to 200 gallons 
of gasoline or better, state they have cov- 
ered only two-thirds or three-fourths of this 
mileage this season. This means their pur- 
chases of gasoline have dropped accordingly. 


In the east, while there has not been as 
much actual rainfall as in the middle west, 
the weather has been so threatening in na- 
ture that automobile joy rides have been 
restricted, thus cutting down gasoline con- 
sumption. 

Not only pleasure cars, but commercial 
trucks and farm tractors as well, have had 
to restrict their operations this year because 
of the excessive rainfall. This applies mostly 
to the middle western region, according to 
oil inspectors, who have felt the decline in 
gallonage. 

M. J. George, a deputy inspector in North 
Dakota, stated that only 617,197 gallons of 
gasoline and kerosene were inspected in that 
state during July, as compared with 787,- 
693 gallons during the same month last year. 


“The reason that 80,500 gallons more oil 
were consumed last year than this is partly 
due to the fact farmers have been unable for 
days at a stretch to use their tractors in the 
fields, because of rain, or because previous 
heavy rains had softened the ground so trac- 
tors could not be operated,” said George. 





Government weather forecasters declare 
conditions are so upset this summer they are 
unable to make any predictions as to weather 
for the coming fall months, when the oil 
men are hoping to regain much of their lost 
gallonage. They say the extra amount of 
rainfall is dug to a shifting south of the per- 
manent high pressure areas which generally 
prevail in Alaska, thus forcing low pressure 
areas to settle over the largest part of this 
country. 

Statistics of the weather bureau show that 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and South Da- 
kota had more rainfall in July than other 
sections of the country. Rainfall was heav- 
ier here during May and June also. Weather 
Stations in this section almost all show 
from 14 to 16 days of rain in the month, as 
compared with eight or nine in July of last 
year. 

Pierre, S. D., has had 46 days of rain the 
last three months, including 16 in July. Its 
rainfall so far has been half again as great 
this year as last. 

Even as far west as Colorado, Denver had 
18 days of rainfall in July, and 51 for the last 
three months, as against 13 last year during 
July and 36 during the three months period. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., has had 29 days of 
rain during the three months, as against 18 
last year and a total rainfall of 18 inches, 23 
per cent above normal.

Gives Warning On 
Gasoline Storage 





N. C. Insurance Commissioner 
Starts Fire Prevention 
Campaign 


Rules and regulations pertaining to the 
storing of gasoline in all manner of places 
of business to prevent the starting of fires 
through ignition of escaping vapors have 
been given chiefs of fire departments 
throughout North Carolina by James R. 
Young, Insurance Commissioner of that 
State 

Young states gasoline kept in any quan- 
tity should be stored in metal tanks buried 
at least two feet underground, equipped 
with a filling pipe and vent arrangement, so 
that it is impossible to open the filling pipe 
without opening the vent. In no case should 
air pressure be allowed in these tanks, he 
says. The pump, vent and filling pipe should 
be arranged so that any break would not 
expose the gasoline in the buried tank. 

He believes if over 160 gallons are kept 
on hand at one time, the tank in which it is 
kept should be buried at least 100 feet from 
a building. The filling pipe should be kept 
securely locked. 

Gasoline used for cleaning purposes, ac- 
cording to Young’s rules, should be kept in 
a self-closing oil can, and in no case should 
this be over one quart capacity. Gasoline 
aiso ought never to be used to clean an au- 
tomobile. 

Typewriter repair shops and printing 
offices and other places of business which 
use gasoline for cleaning purposes ought to 
do as much of this kind of work outside as 
possible, according to Young’s rules.

The Germans 
have naturally got at some of the producers 
and refiners, and appear to have success 
fully bribed some of the newspapers, with 
the result that certain members of the oil 
industry, while agreeing with the govern 
ment that it is necessary to keep large 
stocks in case of a national emergency such 
as war, point out that all storage is full and 
that the only remedy is to allow the export 
of gasoline to Hungary and to make more

The government, however, was not to be 
coerced, and the Minister of Industry took 
steps to cope with the difficulty. He ap- 
pealed to the producers and refiners to con- 
struct as far as possible earthen storage for 
the holding of residue and surplus crude oil,

Trade Overloaded 
With Lubricants 


LONDON, August 5. 
HE markets are overstocked with the 
lubricating oils that are in average de- 
mand. There are some exceptions, of 
course—the Anglo, for instance, do not ap- 
pear to have sufficient of the cheaper fil- 
tereds, such as Cosmos and Continental, to 
go round their contracts, and some buyers 
who pin their whole faith on the Standard’s 
grades have had the extreme felicity of pay- 
ing through the nose for a few barrels of an 
Independent equal 
To the Independent sellers the Standard’s 
grades form the basis of all good and evil 
In normal times there are many buyers who 
will turn the sellers inside out to see if 
his oil really equals the Standard’s “So and 
So” grade, and then pass by him with the 
business whether it does or not. So the 
term “an equal grade,” appears rather illu- 
sory. But at times like this, when the Anglo 
cannot dispense their so-called favors, or 
even live up to the terms of their contract, 
the term “Independent equal” becomes 
more real to the buyer and quite real enough 
to the seller to be worthy of a premium. It 
would not be surprising if the present condi- 
tion of things regarding deliveries effec- 
tively cures certain buyers of placing their 
entire orders with the Anglo. 
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Another grade in demand is 630 Flash 
cylinder oil, but all other cylinder stocks are 
more than plentiful at present, especially as 
a fair amount of this oil was recently re- 
leased by the government through certain 
prize vessels. The two grades most in ex- 
cess of demand are 600 Pennsylvanian and 
western cylinders. Shippers would be wise 
not to send these oils over, except against 
actual sales, as there has been a decided 
weakening in their value. Forty cents a 
barrel less than market price has been taken 
for Pennsylvanian, and as much as 80 cents 
for the Western grade 

Even pale oils are not so much in demand, 
considering the limited quantities of Gal- 


ician oil, and, while the value of this oil has

risen a little, there has been no undue in- 
flation of prices. This is mostly due to the 
amount of Scotch oil that has been availalle. 
for there appears to have been a great many 
resale parcels on offer. These lots were 
probably bought before the war for exporta-

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‘But at this point, we approach debatable 
ground, for an individual is permitted to do 
some things that are denied to an associa- 
tion of individuals and where at a meeting of 
many persons some action is taken whose 
legality is afterwards called in question, the 
decision may be vitally effected by ascertain- 
ing the facts, whether the action was really 
taken by each individual acting for himself, 
or whether those present were in facts pur- 
suing a common object.” 

The court then reviews how the first Gary 
dinner came at the start of the panic of 
1907 and quoted from witnesses that the din- 
ner was of assistance in reducing the harsh 
effects of the panic on the steel business 
Then the court said: 

“We think it likely that if this first meet- 
ing had not been followed by others and by 
the appointment of committees to continue 
the association (loose as it was) that resulted 
from that meeting, no complaint would be 
heard from the government. But we think 
the evidence makes it plain that a serious 
co-operation or action with a common ob- 
ject, did begin in November, 1907, between 
the Steel Corporation and the great major- 
ity of its independent competitors and that 
this period was deeply marked by an under- 
standing concerning the maintenance of 
price.” 

TESTIMONY SHOWED 
PRICE AGREEMENTS. 

The court quoted from the testimony of 
witnesses who attended the committee meet- 
ings which testimony denied that any price 
agreement was made but said that everyone 
left the meetings “relying” upon the other 
to maintain the price discussed. The court 
said there was enough of an arrangement or 
understanding or moral obligation on the 
part of those at the meeting to maintain 
prices to warrant it in saying that prices 
were maintained at least to a considerable 
degree by some manufacturers 

Judges Wooley and Hunt, who gave a 
separate but concurring opinion, said of the 
first Gary dinner: 

“Ways and means were found which no 
doubt contributed greatly in preventing 
disaster, not only to the producers 
of steel but also to those’ interme- 
diate consumers who were carrying 
large, costly supplies. The ways and means 
consisted then of nothing more than the ur- 
gent request of a strong man, that in the ex- 
cess of panic, all should keep their heads and 
avoid the consequences of reckless cutting 
of prices. In this the others acquiesced and 
in the light of the emergency then existing 
and the desire to avert it, I am of the opin- 
ion that the ‘purpose and the conduct of 
those who participated in the first Gary din- 
ner were not unlawful, improper or ques- 
tionable, but after the exigency had passed 
and the means to meet it had been exerted, 
the Gary dinners were found to be potential 
things and they were afterwards called and 
employed to exert their potentiality not in 
averting disasters but in creating greater 
profits by raising and maintaining prices in 
periods of industrial calm.” 

Continuing further, these two judges said: 

“The Gary dinners were in effect pools, 
with the right reserved to each participant to 
withdraw upon notice to the others. They

Roads Hit Hardest 
By Tank Car Ruling 


Legal Experts Believe They Must 
Pay Owners Reasonable Com- 
pensation When Cars 


Are Pro-Rated

WASHINGTON, August 10.—Convinced 

f the accuri the assertions of Arthur 
Hale, representing the American Railway As 
sociation, that its decision in the Pennsyl 
vania Paraffine Works case, requiring tank 
ars to be distributed pro rata regardless 
ownership, is loaded with dynamite, the In 
terstate Commerce Commission July 14 post- 
poned the date on which its order in that cas¢ 
is to take effect from August 15 to November 
15. The railroads could not, it was represented 
in their behalf, make arrangements to comply 
with the order by the former date. 

It is taken for granted now that the burden 
of the decision will fall wholly upon the rail- 
roads, exactly as first supposed, and not upon 
those who have ught tanks because the rail 
roads failed to perform the duty imposed upon 
them by the law 

Nobody connected with the Commission is 
prepared, at this time, to say whether the rail 
roads will take the case into court or whether 
they will undertake to make arrangements 
with the owners of tank cars for hiring them, 
as the railroads now hire sleeping cars 


Private car owners who fell into a panic 
when the Commission handed down its de- 
cision have recovered their equanimity. They 
assumed at first that their cars would be put 
into the general service of the railroads, for 
the use of all shippers and that they would 
receive only three-quarters of a cent per mile 
They jumped to the conclusion that the owner 
of cars who also is a shipper gets only mile

ALLOWANCE OR COMPENSATION? 

Since the handing down of the decision, the 
distinction between an allowance to a shipper 
who furnishes a car, made under the authority 
he act to regulate commerce, and compen 
sation, which must necessarily be based on 
a contract between the owner and the lessee, 
has been pointed out The allowance must 
be small, otherwise it would be a rebate to 
the owner-shipper. On the other hand, a man 


who is not a shipper may receive for the use 
f his car a million dollars a minute, without 
violating any section of any law whatsoever.

Bear Out Claim of Grease Makers 
That Brokers Hold Up Supply 
For High Prices 





The contention of oil and grease manu- 
facturers who make soft soap and specialties 
in which caustic potash is used, to the effect 
that harboring of stocks of this chemical 
by brokers is mainly responsible for keeping 
prices at war-time levels, rather than a se- 
rious cutting off of supplies from Europe, is 
borne out by a recent report made by the 
United State Geological Survey. The report 
deals with the progress made by the govern- 
ment in attempting to locate potash deposits 
in this country, as well as with imports. The 
principal region in which potash salts are 
produced is around Stassfurt, Germany. 

Imports of caustic potash in 1914 amount- 
ed to 7,284,000 pounds, valued at $285,739, as 
against 8,684,753 pounds, valued at $342,056 
in 1913. Potash salts of all kinds imported 
in 1914 amounted to 485,819,000 pounds, 
valued at $8,744,000, as compared with 612,- 
515,000 pounds, valued at $10,806,000 in 1913. 
The values here quoted are the values given 
by customs officials, and not the price at 
which the commodity is sold in this country. 


During the third quarter, the period im- 
mediately following the start of hostilities, 
there was a marked decline in imports of 
caustic potash, the figures dropping from 
around 2,000,000 pounds, a general average 
from a quarter’s imports, to less than 1,000,- 
000 pounds for this particular quarter. Im- 
ports for the last quarter of the year were 
up to normal again, however. 


GERMAN EMBARGO. 

Even the embargo on exports of potash 
salts declared by the German government at 
the end of January, 1915, failed to entirely 
cut off imports into this country, receipts of 
caustic potash in February amounting to 
309,000 pounds, as against 520,000 pounds for 
that month in 1914. Values showed an ad- 
vance from four to six cents a pound, ac- 
cording to the government figures. 

The United States government made a 
test drilling of a well in the Black Rock 
desert, in Nevada, last year in the search for 
commercial deposits of potash. This test 
did not prove successful. However, search 
has also been made for potash deposits in 
Texas, New Mexico and certain other sec- 
tions of the west, without, however, leading 
to anything that might indicate existence of 
this substance in commercial amounts. 

According to the recent government 
bulletin, some relief from the shortage here 
may be forthcoming from the manufacture 
of potash salts from kelp, a deposit formed 
by seaweed. Several companies on the Pa- 
cific coast are now said to be engaged in 
the production of potash by this method 

The development of potash beds, in Gali- 
cia, by German companies have been held 
up by the war. During the last few years 
deposits of potassium salts have been found 
in northeastern Spain, and it is believed this 
section may later figure in the world’s trade 
in this commodity.

Of these fires Bennett finds that in 39 cases 
death resulted from starting fires with kero 
sene; in 27 cases death resulted from burning 
gasoline, and in 12 cases from clothing ignited 
by kerosene lamps

of the series of general 
bulletins he publishes on 
fire protection. In the

strations of firing cotton-mill boilers witl 
oil aroused much enthusiasm as a solution 
of the fuel problem in the textile industry 
Brazil. However, growth of the business 
was relatively slow at first because all of the 
material for installation of oil-burning sys- 
tems had to be imported, and because otf the 
fact that most industrial plants were still 
bound by coal contracts running for some 
time. 


“Notwithstanding these and other draw- 
backs, oil imports since 1911 have shown a 
yearly increase of over 100 per cent. 


“At present all but one or two large 
ton mills in Rio de Janeiro are using e! 
trical power to turn their spindles, but 
supplanted coal by fuel oil for engines used 
in their dyeing, cleaning and pressing wor! 


“Some effort has been made to appr 
Brazilian navigation companies in the 
ter of using fuel oil, and two or 
steamers have been supplied. The gover! 
ment-owned Central Railway of Brazil has 
50 oil-burning engines in service and 1s con- 
About 2,500 tons 
fuel oil are now consumed monthly. Three

FOREIGN FIELDS CLOSED. 

With the greater part of Roumania’s oil 
products bottled up by the closing of the Dar- 
lanelles, and, consequently, what is shipped 
from that country in spite of what virtually 
amounts to a government prohibition going tc 
Germany; and operations in the Russian Ga- 
lician Oil fields greatly curtailed because that 
territory has been a battlefield since the war 
started, where are oil supplies for the Allies’ 
fighting forces coming from, if not from this

When war was declared it was confidently 
anticipated that oil shipments along with the 
general export trade of this country would 
suffer. Later came the announcement of the 
English blockade of cargoes directly or in- 
directly bound for German ports, and again it 
was thought oil exports would fall off to an 
alarming extent. Still later Germany set its 
submarine trap in English waters. Charter and 
insurance rates skyrocketed, and it was _ be- 
lieved the oil trade must certainly suffer. In 
the face of all these obstacles export figures 
for oil remained in the neighborhood of figures 
for the same months in the year preceding, 
which set a record for oil exports for the year 
ending with June, 1914. In May they were 
the largest with only one exception during the 
last eighteen months. 

The record reached in the year ending June 
30, 1914, was 2,269,000,000 gallons of all oil 
products, in round figures. For eleven months 
of the corresponding period this year such 
shipments were 1,966,000,000 gallons, and for 
the year they will amount to better than

May, 1914, the price of crude oil exported 
eraged 4.2 cents a gallon. In May, 1915, it 
had run down to the ridiculous figure of 2.7 


cents, Theoretically those prices prevailed at 
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the port from which the exportation took place. 
\s a matter of fact those prices should be fig 
ured minus freight to the seaboard. 


Burning oil prices held better. The May, 
1914, price of 6.4 cents per gallon was cut 
only to 6 cents. Gasoline was 12.5 cents in 
May, 1914, and 10.3 cents in May, 1915. In 
the year lubricating oil fell off exactly two 
cents per gallon, falling from 14.4 to 12.4 cents 
a gallon. 


These tumbles took place because the Amer! 
can government, with the exception of the 
Federal Trade Commission—and that does not 
yet amount to anything—is opposed to having 
\mericans, in dealing with foreigners, get to- 
gether so that when an inquiry comes, they 
do not find themselves bidding against each 
other. 


The Trade Commission, when it gets settled 
down to business, expects to convince the attor- 
ney-general it is in the interest of the United 
States, as a nation, to keep Americans from 
cutting prices below the cost of production, 
thereby encouraging the use of wasteful meth- 
ods of production and marketing. If it suc 
ceeds, it may be possible for Americans to 


have an understanding that Smith is to sell 
so many gallons, Jones a given number, and so 
on down the list, with graduated taxes upon 
the export of oil sold at less than the fixed 
prices 

Nobody knows when that glad time will ar- 
rive, because there is still a great density of 
ignorance with regard to the foolishness of 
the competitive system. The Trade Commis- 
sion has taken the testimony of eminent busi- 
ness men, notably that of J. Ogden Armour, 
the packer, in which he told how the German 
government dealt with foolish potash miners, 
who, in 1909 or thereabouts, entered into a 
scramble, not unlike that in which the petrol- 
eum producers have been engaged in this 
country, and threatened to exhaust the mines. 
The Prussian government simply declared the 
potash deposits to be a government monopoly, 
and then proceed to tell each man how much 
he might mine without being subjected to pen 
alties for trying to play hog. 

The Western Refiners’ Association has pro 
tested to the State Board of Equalization 
Oklahoma against excessive taxation of tank 
cars in that state.

How far a Gary can go in the oil business, and how 
many Gary dinners the oil trade could hold at which 
they could talk price maintenance, is a question for the 
lawyers and perhaps future courts to decide. Maybe the 
recently organized Federal Trades Commission will dis- 
cover enough backbone to give something akin to advice 
along this line. The Standard Oil Company today—we 
refer to the entire aggregation of Standard Oil units and 
ex-units—has a first-class opportunity to set a noble 
example to the oil trade—an example that might ap- 
proximate some of the ideals its founder, Mr. Rockefeller, 
professes in his religious life, but forgets to live up to 
in his business life. Some folk think the Standard Oil 
Company is trying to live up to this opportunity—that it 
is very patient in not reducing markets to meet the 
alleged price-cutting of some Independents. Some say 
it is exercising great restraint in not taking an axe and 
going after the business that it is losing. 

The other side of the picture is likewise presented and 
evidence is forthcoming to show the Standard is very 
much the same as of old in that it’s going to have the 
business regardless. 

Perhaps the greatest burden of the Standard today is 
its past. The bulk of its organization is of the past; has 
had the training of the past, and knows how to do busi- 
ness only in the ways of the past. This will continue 
until another generation has come in the company’s or- 
ganization, not only another generation, but undoubtedly 
another leader and other sub-leaders for the most part. 

But Independents don’t have to distress themselves 
greatly about whether the Standard is trying to be the 
Standard of the past or of the future. What the Inde- 
pendents can very properly do is to fill their own cup of 
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competition with the milk of human kindness, to dea 
friend to friend, and not as foe to foe.

RILLING in all fields in this country has been 

stimulated recently by two factors, the advance 

in crude oil prices in the Mid-Continent and 
Texas fields, and the continued decline of Cushing pro- 
duction. While the advance has not vet spread to other 
fields, operators are optimistic as to the future. 

\ll grades of Mid-Continent crude oil have been ad 
vanced within the past month. Cushing advanced first 
1) cents a barrel two weeks ago. Now it ts selling for 
Hlumble grades of Texas crude are 
iso up 5 and 10 cents a barrel. 

NEW PRODUCTION. 

Completions in all fields in July were around 980 
wells, as compared with 900 wells for June. New pro- 
duction dropped from 161,000 barrels a day in June to 
134,000 barrels in July. There was no noticeable change 
in the number of rigs and drilling wells. 

MID-CONTINENT FIELD. 

New production for the Mid-Continent field for July 
was 76,600 barrels, nearly 38,000 barrels less than in 
June, the decline being directly due to the dropping off of 
production in the Cushing field. Rigs and drilling wells 
numbered 870, a few less than the month before. The 
famous Paden well of the Prairie Oil & Gas Co., in 
Okfuskee county, Okla., which, it was believed, might 
tap a new oil pool and revive Cushing, was a failure, be- 
ing drilled in after having been capped for eight months. 
Interest of wildcatters in this region centers now on the 
Holdenville well. Cushing productioy is now around 


60 cents, up 20 cents.

GULF COAST FIELD. 

Recent production for Gulf Coast fields is estimate 
at 48,000 barrels, about the same as last month. The 
Taylor-Thrall field is doing about 7,000 barrels. New 
production for the entire coast field showed a decline of 
about 6,000 barrels. Completions numbered 90, about 
30 less than in June. An indication that the pools in this 
district are pretty well outlined is to be seen in the fact 
19 tests finished outside the proven area were all dry. 


LOUISIANA. 

Predictions come from Louisiana that the Caddo field 
will soon become the center of interest in this district 
again, several good wells having been brought in here 
during the past 30 days. New production was 30,000 
barrels, an increase from 23,000 barrels the preceding 
month. Completions were 12 less. 


EASTERN FIELDS. 

Drilling still continues active at Evans City, the new 
Pennsylvania town lot pool. This and the McKeesport 
gas gusher, which it is still affirmed, is producing about 
60,000,000 cubic feet of gas a day, are the centers of in- 
terest in the eastern fields. 


CALIFORNIA. 
New production for June in California was given as 
3,000 barrels from 14 wells. Total production is about 
250,000 barrels a day. 


Rock Pressure In Cleveland Field Down 


Recent Tests By East Ohio Gas Co., Show In All But 
Isolated Sections It Is Too Low To Force Gas From Wells 


TOTAL of 762 wells have been drilled 


in September, 1913, to 125 pounds at present. ply and a very short productive life for i 





in the Cleveland, Ohio, field, compris- 

ing all told about 35 square miles, 
since activity first developed in this field in 
the early winter of 1912, according to statis- 
tics recently compiled by the East Ohio Gas 
Co., Cleveland, which has been purchasing 
the gas produced. 

Of this total, 644 wells came in as pro- 
ducers, while 118 were dry tests. A total of 
102 wells were drilled to the Newburg sand, 
the first pay sand found in this district, while 
660 were drilled through to the deeper Clin- 
ton sand. The average initial flow of pro- 
ducing wells has been around 2,000,000 cubic 
feet per day. 

Production in this field has fallen off rap- 
idly because of over development. Wells 
which came in doing around 10,000,000 cubic 
feet a day declined in a few weeks to 3,000,- 
000 cubic feet or lower, with many tests al- 
most within a stone’s throw of them eating 
up the gas supply rapidly. During the last 
few months, especially, many wells have 
been disconnected because of the decline of 
the rock pressure to a point where gas from 
the wells would not flow into the East 
Ohio’s lines 

ROCK PRESSURE DOWN. 

Tests of the rock pressure made by the 
East Ohio company show that in Lakewood, 
where drilling was extensive last summer, 
the average rock pressure has dropped from 
1,100 pounds to the square inch, registered 





This does not mean that the pressure is at 
this low point in all parts of the field. In 
some isolated localities the pressure is esti- 
mated at around 600 to 700 pounds, and in 
these spots production is still holding up. 
In the West Park district the pressure de- 
clined from around 1,000 pounds to about 
150 pounds, with the pressure in the extrem- 
ities of the district, where development is 
still going on, about 800 pounds. Pressure 
in the Stadler well, the first big well to be 
drilled in in the Cleveland field, has declined 
from 950 pounds to less than 100 pounds at 
present. 

The large production from this field was 
largely responsible for an increase of 40 
per cent in the total gas production of Ohio 
for 1914, as shown by the figures of the 
United States Geological Survey. Produc- 
tion in that year totaled 68,270,174,000 cubic 
feet, at a value to the consumer of $14,667,- 
790, as against a production of 50,612,200,000 
cubic feet, at a total value of $10,521,930 in 
1913. 

RESULTS OF OVER DRILLING. 

“The increased output from Ohio is cred- 
ited chiefly to Cuyahoga county,” the report 
of the Survey reads. “Unfortunately the 
value of the field was enormously discounted 
by the frenzied drilling campaign which 
characterized the development, resulting in 
the close placing of wells, with the obvious 
consequence of a rapid draining of the sup- 





dividual wells.” 

Active drilling in the Cleveland field 
started with the bringing in of wells on the 
property of the National Carbon Co., Madi- 
son avenue and the city limits in the latter 
part of 1912. Operations were of rather a 
desultory nature until well into 1913, when 
several good wells were brought in in Lake- 
wood. The next year was one of great ac- 
tivity throughout Lakewood and the eastern 
part of the West Park district. The Stadle: 
district was also opened up. This district 
was rather shortlived, however, productio: 
of the Stadler well dropping from 12,500,000 
cubic feet, its initial production, to below 
3,000,000 cubic feet less than six months 
later. 

The center of activity in the Lakewood 
and West Park districts moved steadily west 
and south, until at present it is beyond 
Rocky River. 

CHANCES SLIM FOR OIL. 

To date the chances for the opening up o! 
an oil pool in the Cleveland field appear very 
slim indeed. While several wells have been 
brought in in which there was more than a 
showing of oil, they have been pretty well 
scattered over the entire field and other 
tests drilled nearby have either proved dry 
holes or have been mediocre gassers. In 
very few of these oil wells has production 
been sustained to the extent the wells 
proved of commercial value.

Signs Point To Revival Of 
Interest In Caddo Field

SHREVEPORT, LA., August 10. 

ECENT developments in this division 

of the North Louisiana fields are be- 

lieved by observers to mark the re- 

\ ¢ of interest in the Caddo district, par- 

ticularly since the additional flush production 

in July of the Red River district has run its 
course 

Potal initial production in Red River, prior 
to November 15 last, amounted to 6,485 barrels, 
is compared with 111,570 barrels from the 
bringing in of this field to date. Necessarily, 
little of it can be called other than flush pro 
juction, since the original Ardis-Marston de- 
velopment was but a year old May 17, 1914, 
and the first well completed in the Crichton 
district of this field was brought in the middle 
of November. 

\t the end of the first half of 1915, the 
southern districts had a daily average produc 
tion of 26,755 barrels, including 3,299 barrels 
daily from De Soto. Despite 33,045 barrels 
initial production from July 1 to August 8, the 
daily average last week had dropped to 25,500 
barrels, including the nominal De Soto output, 
and no wells remained pinched-in. 

DRILL ON SMALL LEASES. 

Though work continues, stock sales promo- 
tions with small leases in the Stallion bend 
peninsula, east of the river, are responsible 
for the greater part of the drilling. The Stand- 
ard practically has drilled up its Palmer tract, 
and the Producers Oil Co. and the Gulf Refin- 
ing Co. are transferring their attentions south 
of the river, where, respectively, they brought 
in the Brinkehoff and Robinson wells. The 
Weiss tract of the Commerce Oil & Gas Co. 
will not be drilled further by the Louisiana Oil 
hefining Co., its new owner. Nine wells were 
drilled on the 80 acres. 

With but one test still drilling south of 
present production in Red River—that of the 
Campti Oil & Gas Co., operators have turned 
their eyes to prospective development else- 
where, particularly in Caddo, where the Stand- 
ard brought in last week No. 149 Stiles, making 
at the rate of 1,728 barrels a day on a few 
hours’ gauge. This well, though located upon 
a tract that has seen phenomenal producers in 
its day, is located further west, and is within 
200 feet of the Texas-Louisiana line. Late in 
June the J. M. Guffey Petroleum Co. brought 
in its Fitzgerald No. 1 in Marion county, start- 
ing off at the rate of 680 barrels a day, but 
settling to 563 barrels, actual, the first twenty- 
four hours. 

These completions are expected to bring 
about a greater amount of drilling in both 
Caddo and Marion counties, the latter a part 
t the Caddo field. Caddo was the first of 
the Louisiana districts to feel the brunt of 
price cutting in July a year ago, and develop- 
ment was soon checked as successive declines 
were posted, flush production swelling the fig- 
ures for the southern districts at the same 
time as quotations dropped. 

LOOKING TO CADDO.

Several flowing wells, both in the shallow 
and deep sand territory, were completed 
during the month at Humble, Sour Lake and 
Edgerly, while the other fields furnished 
about their usual quota 

The Taylor-Thrall operators have not 
been able to materially extend that field and 
their efforts are now confined to cleaning 
out the paraffine from the old wells and in- 
side drilling to keep up the production. 
Notwithstanding, a 2,000 barfel well was 
brought in within the last few days on the 
Stiles, which, however, does not extend the 
area of the proven territory 

estimated daily production for the entire 
Gulf Coast fields is now 48,000 barrels and 
for the Taylor-Thrall field about 7,000 bar- 
rels 

\Wildcatters are still at it all along the 
Gulf Coast and as far as 100 miles interior, 
but so far no substantial strikes have been 
made. 

SEVENTY CENT CONTRACTS. 

The rise in the price of crude oil among 
other things was no doubt occasioned by the 
expiration of a contract between the Texas 
and Gulf Refining Companies, in which it 
was arranged for the latter to take care of 
new production at Sour Lake, and _ the 
former to take care of Humble. The high 
grade lubricant found in both the deep and 
shallow sand at Humble, recently, was so 
attractive and valuable that, when the Gulf 
contract expired, that company hastened to 
get its quota of oil from the Humble field,

The well is down close 
to 2,700 feet, has been trying to come in for 
a week, and is making, when it flows in 
heads, from 300 to 500 barrels per day. The 
well is not properly finished as yet, the 
eight-inch casing having collapsed at the 
bottom of the hole. This well drilled to the 
top of the three deep sands would indicate 
the trend of this formation is to the south- 
west, instead of to the south and east as 
heretofore supposed. A number of deep 
tests will be drilled in this vicinity if this 
well shows up anywhere in the 2,000 to 5,000 
barrel list.

Co. finished a deep test making 1,200 barrels, 
on the strength of which several other deep 
wells will be put down on this side of the 
field. 

In the shallow territory Lovejoy’s No. 4 
is a flowing well good for 400 barrels. The 
Martin boys have two good wells in the Cap 
Rock, on the Herman, and a gas well on the 
Slaughter.

Of the sixty or more wildcat wells in the 
coastal fields none have developed more 
than a showing of oil or gas. But with this 
number of test wells it is confidently ex- 
pected some new field will be found. The 
serious difficulty is that the pools are usually 
small in area, while the surface indications 
which appear as a result of such oil and gas 
accumulations, cover a much greater extent 
of territory. The pool may be concealed in 
the least likely looking portion of the area 

Parties from Pittsburgh are on the ground 
looking over southwest Texas relative to 
the gas situation, especially Zapata county, 
near Jennings, where two gas wells making 
an initial production of 10,000,000 cubic feet 
per day were drilled in last year. 

\t Corpus Christi, where the White Point 
Company’s well blew out some six months 
ago, nothing of interest save severe hard 
formation has been encountered, and_ th 
various six wells that are drilling are down 
2.000 to 2,700 feet. The discovery well blew 
out at 2,250 feet, and the gas was so dry 
that several geologists thought it must have 
come from a crevice formation and, there 
fore, not likely to be oil territory. However 
as is usually the case so close to the Gulf 
where so much gas is encountered, oil is to 
be found, and southwest Texas may not be 
an exception to the rule.

To Purchase Osage Land Oil

WASHINGTON, August 10.—Secretary 


Lane, of the Department of the Interior, has 
made public a tentative draft of the lease he 
expects oil operators to sign for any Osage 
Indian lands they may develop. Assistant In- 
dian Commissioner Merritt and oil men are 
holding conferences to discuss the terms of the 
new lease. 

Secretary Lane apparently has definitely de- 
termined that there shall be two leases on 
every acre of land, one for oil and one for gas. 
Another very important feature is that the 
royalty on oil is to be one-sixth on all wells 
producing less than 100 barrels per day and 
one-fifth on wells producing more than that 
amount 

Five years is the term of the lease, provided 
that does not carry it beyond the date of 
the title remaining in the Indians. The con- 
cluding paragraph of the first section of the 
lease reads as follows: 

“Any of the executive departments of the 
United States government shall have the op- 
tion to purchase at the highest posted market 
price on the day of sale all or any part of the 
oil produced under this lease.” 

Lessees shall drill at least one well to the 
Mississippi line or such depths as the inspec- 
tors consider reasonable, unless oil or gas in 
commercial quantities is found at a lesser 
depth, on each or every quarter section or frac- 


tional quarter section covered by the lease, 
within one year from the approval, or pay to 
the Superintendent for the lessor a rental of 
$1 an acre for each year or fractional part 
of the land is held. 

Lessees are to pay owners for gas used 
to operate drills. 

Violations of any of the terms or conditions 
shall subject the lease to cancellation or the 
lessee to a fine of not exceeding $500 per day 
for every day that the terms of the lease or 
regulations are violated or the orders of the 
Superintendent with reference thereto are not 
complied with or both such fine and cancella 
tion at the direction of the Secretary.
